WHAT THE LIQUOR RESTRICTIONS 
_ HAVE ‘ACCOMPLISHED, 


The second report of the Central Con- 
trol Board: (Liquor Trafic), ‘which was 
issued.on May: Gth, stutod that the policy 
of the Board has bean to undertake or 
encourage constructive work in scheduled 
arenas as: woll-as to: impose restrictions 
upon the sale and supply of intoxicuting’ 


liquor, “The restrictive action of the 
Board has for the most’ part consisted in 
the issue vf prohihitions and regulations 
contained in orders which have been fram- 
ed-on. the-same general lines for cach of | 
the’ scheduled: areas, anbject to successive 
modifications and improvements and to 
minor variations adapted to local wishes 
or requirements. y ‘ 


The Board have from the first realised 
that the civil results arising from exces:. 
sive indulgence in intoxicating liquor are 
frequently due not so” much to the un- 
reatricted facilities’ for obtaining it, or 
even to the detri ental: practice of con- 
suming it at irregular times and. un- 
accompanied by  men},.an to. the absence 
of wholesome and satisfying substitutes, 
whether food or drink. A reform ‘of the 
national habits in this matter, or a re 
construction of. the: machinery for the 
provision of refreshments throughout the 
country being out of the qhestion in an 
eamergeney period like the present, as well. 
as being ontside the province of - the 
Board, the Board bad taken sneh oppor- 
tunities as hive presented them i 
urge the improvement of. publi 
in scheduled areas and to assist in the 
provision of canteens at which good meals 
can bo obtained at.a low charge.” . 


In addition.to action, whether restric 
tive or constructive, on the above-mer- 
tioned general Lines, the Board have felt 
themselves eompelled tu undertake in 720” 
tain districts the dircet control of the 
sale and supply “of intoxicating liquor, 
The more stringent powers of the’ Board 
have up fo the present been exercised only 
to a very limited extent, 20 leensedt 
premises, of ‘which 17 were in Scotland 
having heen closed for. the sale and supuiy 
of intoxicating liquor. Ma 


DRINKING AMONG WOMEN, 


A committeo of women, appointed 
under the chairmanship of Mra. Croigh- 
tun, to inquite into and adyiie the Board 
vegarding. the alloged excessive drinking 
among women, has reported that the un- 
doubted increase. of exeessive drinking’ 
amongst women is mainly amongst those 
who drank before, that there is much evi-. 
dence of improvement in the homes and 
in the condition. of the children that they 
have hed: from many witnesses ‘that 
excessive drinking in the homes is on the 
increase, and that they believe this ‘ten- 
donoy ‘nonds ‘special considyritions, .The 
sommittes desire to emphasise thei : 
clusion that untotd-harm. is being caitsed 
to the country by the drinking habits’ 
a section of the population. | 

The recommendations of the committee 
are wt present receiving the careful: atten- 
tion of the Board. Industrial canteens 
are now being established in large oum- 
bors,’ and additional provision is now 
made" for the ‘daily refrestinent of tens 
‘of thousands of dock and . munition 
workors.. fn the case of the vast majority 
of these persons this new ‘supply af 
nourishment, combined with its change of 
surroundings and its welcome period of 
rest, has contributed substantially to the’ 
formation of more temperate habits, with 
an improvement:in physical health and 
well-being and an increased energy and 
output. f
